TUGMASTER’S STORY. 


The story of one of the most 


remarkable voyages in history was 
told to.a Tittes of Ceylon ropresen- 
tative by the akipper of one of the 
tugs which is bringing out. the 
gigantic’ floating dock from Eng- 
Jand to tho Singapore Naval Base. 

Gales snapped the dock’s baw- 
sera: in the English Channel, and 
the tugs had the grentest difficulty 
{n maintaining the enafety of their 
charge. One section of the dock 
went partly aground in the Suez 
Canal, and disnster was' narrowly 
averted, ‘ ‘The voyage up to. the 
time the. interview was published 
in Colombo had occupied 118 days, 
including a delay of three weeks 
at Aden, The diatanco travelled 
was about 7,000 miles, : 

The first acction of the dock left 
the Tyne on June 2, and-it will not 
reach its destination wnti] the mid- 
die of this month, ‘Tha. second 
section left a little Inter but, 
owing to-the fact that it ja lighter, 
hag overhayled’the other. 

Capt. N, Parsons, who js in 
charge of the firat section, is mas-, 
ter of. the Dutch ocean-going tug 
Rodezeo (one of the Jargest of ‘her 
type in the world). He haa had 
much’ experience in towing docks 
to all parts of ‘the world, but, in 
deacribing 4he present trip to in 
terviewera, he characterized it us 
the biggest venture hé had ever 
undertaken, 

Gale In Channel, 

“Eyerything has gone all right 
up to now," he stated, “but we 
shall aly be heartily glad when the 
trip is completed, for it ig a really 
anxious task.” ; 


Trouble was encountered in the |’ 
Channel. soon after the!’ 


English 
start of the journey, whet for 
days* the tugs - bravely 
protected their precions charge 
from the ravages of a‘ weaterly 
gale, Hawsers snapped, but were 
speedily repjaced,. although with 
difficulty, and the storm was finally 
weathered, é oe 

The most wonderful feat in con- 
nexion with the 
dock was the negotiation of the 
Suez Canal. Contrary to. general 
reports, Oapt. Parsena asserts 
{hat the canal avas not elosed to 
shipping when: the dock was pass- 
Ing through. : : 

Each section was towel’ for six 
hours «a .day = (covering ap- 
proximately 40. kilometres) and 
was then: moored for the rest of 
the 24 hours at a specially pre- 
pared anchorage, The journey 
through occupied four days, and 
was eventful for the fact that one 
section, to use Captain Parsons’ 
own words, “went threequarters 
aground. 
the task, however, in the nick of 
time and disaster was averted, 

A delay of three weeks ° was 
occasioned at Aden whild waiting 
for the monsoon to abate. 


The first tugs to enter Colombo ; : 


for replenishment of fuel .and 
supplies left the foremost section 
of the dock when it was roughly 
840 miles from that port, leaving 
two others to continue the jour- 
ney. ' : 

While under tow, of four tugs, 
the’ heavier section makes ap- 
proximately 100 miles a day, “but 
with’ only two tugs dhe speed is 
diminished to avithin'the neigh- 
bourhood of 85 miles, As’ each 
tug replenishes she hastens back 
to her task to allow another one 
to enter port. : 

Supplies for 36 Days. 

Each ug takes on sufficient 
supplies «for a trip of 35 days, 
which js longer. than'a ner takes 
to reach Ceylon from England, the 
Jarger tugs ‘being able to load 600 
tons of coal.. Each is fitted with 
radio and a wireless directlon- 
finder, and is equipped as com+ 
fortably 2s the. limited space will 
allow, . :
